What possibly the largest volume yearbooks produced 
the United States emanates from two Dallas firms, Taylor 
Publishing Co. and American Beauty Cover Co. Where else 
could design-conscious AIGA find more fertile field for 
education than yearbooks produced the young? 

Taylor has 100,000 sq. ft. plant that rivals the best that 
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even General Motors could build. American Beauty the 
Southwest’s largest producer covers for yearbooks, and 
similar bindings for business and industry. boasts also 
one the first and largest notch binding installation its 
edition binding department. 

Dallas also has its share publishers. Thirty miles away, 
Smith, Inc., Fort Worth, just made publishing history with 
The Devil Rides Outside, written, designed, and “made 
Texans Texas.” 

Graphic arts interest, particularly binding, has also 
permeated the home. Marianne Roach, extra binder, pupil 
eminent practitioners like Edith Diehl and Gerhardt Ger- 
lach, has been holding classes her craft for four years. 

tarting with four students originally, her teaching activity 

grew into three classes five each, all that could ac- 
commodated her studio. With source for equipment 
closer than St. Louis, students fashion their own sewing 
frames, work with printed fabrics binding cloth, and 
make the very best with the equipment available. 

Commercially, too, binding reflects the growth graphic 
arts Dallas. the Campbell Bindery they have had 
hang machines from the ceiling! grew fast that 
doubling their space last year did least bring their three 
JCM machines, formerly placed balcony suspended 
from the ceiling, back earth and also afforded their large 
folding, perforating, stitching, cutting, etc. departments 
much needed space. 

Henry Nuss, just few houses down the street, specializes 
library binding.

Pressed what was ntost likely affect production and 
manufacturing during the year ahead, there was chorus 
voices favor terming the most important factor 
the policy government, although was apparent that most 
felt that the government’s policy under the Eisenhower 
administration would one greater cooperation and 
freedom action for business. 


For the most part not given voice the respondents, was 
the big “if” about the war.

Few however, envisaged any immedi- 
ate diminishment expansion, let alone peace.

minority expressed some concern over government 
spending-supported financial structure, and feared that fur- 
ther defense cutbacks might have harmful effect. 

should pointed out that many the so-called cut-

Will Federal Controla Remain? 


another encouraging aspect this seeming cutback, 
the gradual lifting Federal controls, which every manu- 
facturer and supplier agrees likely take the form 
gradual suspension, supply and demand find more 
normal levels. Some 10% those replying the B&BP 
questionnaire were quite confident they would completely

Foreign drive gains 


Greatly expanded foreign competition anticipated 
virtually all manufacturers machinery and some 
cases, supplies. 

Much the competition has already developed, and not 
few manufacturers have reported importing some 
foreign-made equipment their own. Even these straits, 
many expressed the belief that they would have engage 
more aggressive selling their chief stock 
superiority speed, service and performance. 

Thus, from the evidences increased availability 
goods domestically produced, plus the effect competition 
from foreign sources for the moving those goods, 
doubly important that aggressive sales promotion main- 
tained help move the new goods. 


Industry Shows Equivalent Gains 


The industry itself reflected the optimism its suppliers. 
Reflected even more, fact, for almost every instance 
they reported gains over 1951, mostly the vicinity 10%, 
some double that. The outlook for the first quarter appears 
show equal amount last year’s first quarter figures 
rung the cash register. 


Will Costs Continue Rise? 


Cost increases for 1953 for customers? Probably slight 
any all, and then only forced wage increases 
other actions which slash profit return new lows. Re- 


spondents from all over the country expressed hope that 
the unions would help hold the line increases for cus- 
tomers. However, many altogether optimistic about 
success such area. Most anticipated wage rises 
from 8%, with little chance their being absorbed. 


How Combat Price-Cutting? 


Price-cutting, long evil the industry, will likely 
with forever, most firms felt, though there are ways, 
through education and better salesmanship, check it. 
Most felt that price cutting actually stemmed more often 
from ignorance and error, rather than from deliberate malice. 


And some instances, merely more efficient methods 
operation reflected estimate may seem masquerade 
price-cutting.

Equipment Keeping Pace? 


Most industry members appear pretty well satisfied 
with the equipment situation, feeling that the manufacturers 
have pretty well kept pace with the demands the indus- 
try, point which lends further credence the prediction 
tight competition situation equipment sales.

What Savings 


There appears little likelihood further attempts 
make savings standardizing formats any greater degree. 
Both publishers and book manufacturers saw little hope 
any further gains made this direction. 


Need for programs 


Cited key projects for the new year, almost unanimously, 
were programs for apprentice training, safety, and 
training Those that have already engaged such 
activities might well expand them, while those who have 
not, should get busy, was the concensus opinion. Many 
their replies cited the urgency getting good speakers 
and solid management support behind such projects. 

code ethics and self-education suggestions was ad- 
vanced one firm, for plant executives who wish fully 
develop their operation. good businessman well 
good binder, should read books and 
tions, attend post graduate courses cost accounting and 
other facets sound business practice. should then 
blend what has learned this manner with his own 
theories and judgement, and after careful examination 
eliminate weak points and bottlenecks revealed his plant 
such studies.

Know your competitors—meet them group meetings 
and iron out differences and exchange ideas and informa- 
tion with them. Everyone will the better off for such 
exchange.

“We maintain and 
use careful records the effect make-ready operations, 
how much time takes, etc.” Planning important and 
planning covers such items the customer, proper testing, 
ink testing, engraver’s compliance with printer’s specifica- 
tions, electrotyper’s compliance with printer’s specifications, 
press setting, press room preparation, proper application 
varying pressures, color okay and press run ink, and 
supervisory control okay for running.

Pitkin emphasized rubber plates his discussion “Make- 
ready for resilient plates.” illustrated his talk with 
movie the operation conducted his plant. 

Evening sessions letterpress and offset lithography ran 
concurrently.

Also Albert 
Reynolds (S. Warren Co., Cumberland, Maine), projected 
his thoughts “The Importance Paper Relation 
while Don Crews Bingham’s Son 
Mfg. related the importance rollers. Chernoble 
(The Comet Press, described “Make-ready the Dry 
Offset Process.” 

the general luncheon following the morning conference, 
Elliott Donnelley, vice president Donnelley’s and 
vice president the Research and Engineering Council, 
served chairman. introduced guests the speaker’s 
table well the speakers, John Davis (Judd Det- 
weiler) and Roswell Fisher, director research and 
development (Time, Y.). Davis announced the 
results the meeting held the Technical Abstract Com- 
mittee, and reviewed some the recommendations will 
make the Council. Fisher gave inspiring address 
the importance research industry and cited examples 
advances that can made when research undertaken. 

The conference closed with informal meeting (which 
lasted several hours) the formulation letterpress re- 
search activities.

Easy Make Beginning Towards Accurate Standards 


Which Are Value Job Estimating 


BINDERIES are already operating 
under the standards system some 
other satisfactory combination stand- 
ards with other systems determining 
and accumulating operating costs, but, 
like other branches the printing in- 
dustry, too many still have inadequate 
systems cost and production control. 
Yet most the owners these bind- 
eries realize that they should and must 
(to survive) replace what they have. 

One bindery owner, who had always 
depended the supervisor his fold- 
department tell him, for estimat- 
ing purposes, how many sheets 
certain size could folded hour, 
saw the absolute uncertainty this 
method when saw standards sheet 
the large Cleveland giving differ- 
ent figure for each size sheet. Here was 
something entirely new and different 
him. 

For example, the sheet showed that 
production was less than 2000 hour 
for 40” sheet increasing more than 
4300 for minimum 10” sheet 
folds, one up. For folds, up, 
production was only about 1550 the 
40” 2900 the 10”. Years ago 
had seen some figures furnished the 
manufacturer what his machines 
would do, but had agreed with his 
bindery foreman that “you are never 
able equal these factory figures 
actual production!” However, here were 
figures obtained from actual production 
under plant operating conditions. Here 
was something 


this point, the bindery man made 
significant decision. decided that 
would immediately work out set 
standards for his folders regardless 
whether ever went any further with 
it. actual fact most improve- 
ments costing and production control 
come about somewhat this same man- 
something new and different the 
usual way followed. 


Just foolin’ around! 


Our operator described “just 
around with standards,” realiz- 
ing that the methods used and the 
sources information would quite 
different the whole thing was being 
undertaken formal, plant-wide 
scale with industrial engineer called 
and everything turned over him. 
However, had not yet decided 
that definite course. 

Instead, our bindery owner had sim- 
ply written the manufacturer his 
folders and obtained from them the 
name bindery where standards are 
being used successfully. Subsequently, 
from this firm had obtained dupli- 
cate sheets from their book standards 
covering folder equipment. Comparing 
hourly production figures 
sheets with the figures put out the 
manufacturer was amazed how 
close the other bindery was coming 
these factory figures. read sen- 
tence two from the friendly letter 
had received from the other bindery 


along with the samples standards 
sheets: 

“What can your operators with the 
same machines your shop the type 
work that you do? That what you 
must find out and, frankly, your work 
cut out for you from here on! You'll 
find probably the most 
thing you ever undertook. Good luck!” 

Our bindery operator concluded that 
his first job was sell his bindery fore- 
man and his folder supervisors and op- 
erators what proposed do. The 
fact that was the boss should make 
hired help can mighty obdurate 
The writer knew one foreman who 
contended with the owner against pro- 
posed change, then 
belligerent, finally taking 
ment rather than break with the 
methods the past. Only with the com 
plete cooperation supervision and 
make important change.

Take all the time you want work 
standards for any one machine 
the whole plant.

neer and have had from him estimate 
the time required him set 
standards system. talked terms 
months, not days weeks, work- 
ing out possible installation schedule. 

There this important fact 
learned about the installation the 
standards system, whether you 
yourself whether you employ firm 
industrial engineers do—the sys- 
tem can adopted and can put into 
operation unit basis. large 
printing plant, the more frequent prac- 
tice begin with the pressroom 
any “reform” movement and this true 
the adoption the system. 

Here are some very important things 
that the writer believes that the stand- 
ards system will for your bindery. 

(1.) will “firm up” your estimates 
and put your pricing more con- 
sistent basis. Certainly you know 
average production capacity your 
machines you can determine more ac- 
curately the time required each unit 
given job. After installing 
system standards, bindery owner 
found that some his hour costs had 
increased but that others could 
decreased result the possible ad- 
Thereafter had more con- 
fidence his pricing system than 
had ever had before. 

the printer bindery owner 
who does not consider his prices 
“firm” relation his actual costs 
that causes the most trouble compe- 


tition, that produces dangerous price 
cutters, The more concerns any town 
with methods determining true costs 
and profitable price schedules the bet- 
ter for all 

(2.) will determine once and for all 
the number helpers, any, required 
for each mechanical unit with conse- 
quent effect the unit hour 

Your standards charts will say how 
many helpers are used unit, 
Otherwise bindery foreman may 
the expensive habit assigning one 
more “extra” helpers because has 
nothing else for them because 
thinks they are Thus the 
number helpers actually needed may 
for the first time brought the at- 
tention 

some binderies allow one extra helper 
for each large plant bind- 
ery with lot stitching allows (un- 
der standards) the following scale 
extra helpers D-rates each hand- 
fed stitcher:

The elimination this one helper 
amounts considerable for any period 
time. Prior the adoption stand- 
ards, least this many helpers, and 
often more, were used these ma- 
chines. certain number B-rate 
helpers are required for these same 
machines and easy fix their 
number under standards the 
helpers. 

(3.) Standards give machine opera- 
tors and helpers “goal” for their ef- 
forts. The conscientious 
workman welcomes measuring stick 
for his day’s work. The other type 
workmen, may their tribe decrease, can 
stimulated some degree the 
same “goals.” 

Any workman who 
fuses cooperate setting stand- 
ards and continues refusing at- 
tempt make them his machines 
his bench should dispensed with 
quietly, but quickly possible. 
doesn’t deserve job. 

Going back briefly the point where 
were discussing the kindly loan 
standards chart another bindery 
employing the standards system, may 
conclude asserting that your 
machine operators your plant cannot 
get the production shown those 
charts better find out why. the 
mechanical condition the unit 
there are other hindering better 
eliminate those and factors 
and bring your machine production 
par?

PRESSURE TAPES FOR STRIPPING 


New Tapes Easy Use with Some Finding Them More 
Practical View Rising Cost Standard Materials 


THE MOST RECENT APPLICA- 
tions already celebrated industrial 
product, because its versatility, has 
the use pressure sensitive tape 
the stripping books. Accordingly, 
machinery have been examin- 
ing the possibilities the new mate- 
rial for their production. 

The operation stripping involves 
the placing length standard 
muslin, holland, paper, 
cloth, the backs books, signa- 
sheets, inserts. The tape may 
glued the machine, which case 
used for schoolbooks. 

\dditional items generally calling for 
are order books, eheck 
memo pads, sales manuals, juve- 
and some pamphlets. 


St-ipping procedure 


binding such material usually 
this procedure: sheets are print- 
and gathered; edge either 
wire stitched; and then this 
run through stripping ma- 
chine edged one the afore- 
materials. 

Glue the cloth activated with 
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water, then passes through series 
rollers and folders arranged 
several yards the tape are exposed 
air bring out its adhesive prop- 
erties. the point maximum ad- 
hesion, the tape fastened the edge 
the book. 

Production flow 
pered long the machine does not 
slow down stop, which case the 
tape may dry out too much making 
unsuitable for use, because its poor 
alhesion. The result: either quan- 
tity tape discarded, books, pads, 


sheets improperly finished. 


Since the purpose stripping, 
therefore, reinforce the sheets 
signatures the point where they will 
receive the most wear, necessary 
secure good adhesion all along the 
length the tape.

imum; better general overall appear- 
ance, and relatively easy and inexpen- 
sive conversion standard stripping 
machinery pressure sensitive tape. 
Also, pressure sensitive tapes are not 
likely crack and setting, 
some gummed tapes made kraft 
paper. Pressure tape does not curl, 
slip loosen once affixed work;

This acetate-fibre tape 
with firm adhesive, and has light 
tack, avoid bleeding the adhesive 
from the edges. also ages well and 
especially suitable for permanent 
documents such government papers.

Objections use 


Several binders have indicated that 
their chief objection the use pres- 
sure sensitive tapes over standard ma- 
terials the higher cost. Also that 
rolls tape they are now 
tured are too small roll, making 
for greater number changeovers. 
They find too, that cloth paper 
entirely suitable most porous paper- 
stocks. The feeling that pressure 
sensitive tapes will probably 
stricted the more expensive work 
where appearance factor, and for 
use paper with high gloss, for which 
the “stick contact” tapes are es- 
pecially suited. 


Machinery adaptations 

During the past ten years, the Brackett 
Stripping Machine Co., Topeka, 
Kansas, has designed the necessary at- 
tachments for adaptation pressure 
sensitive tapes. Usually the customer 
sends samples the work 
done and the serial number the ma- 
chine. The attachments are engineered 
accommodate either two types 
pressure sensitive tapes. One type, the 
cellophane, rolls very hard and requires 
power puller draw free from the 
roll. Brackett notes that the wider the 
roll the harder the pull. The other 
type tape, acetate fiber, pulls from 
the roll fairly easily depending the 
work being done. The firm supplies 
attachments for either type new 
machines. 

Blair, Brackett, commented 
that with the cost cloth holland 
rising and becoming scarcer some 
quarters, find that some binders and 
printers are considering the use 
acetate materials for stripping, since 
some cases nearly approximates 
the cost standard materials. 

The Brackett attachments way 
interfere with standard methods 
stripping. The conversion takes few 
minutes. 

Meyers, the John Pleger 
Co., manufacturers printing and 
bookbinding machinery, expressed his 


views the use pressure sensitive 
tape this way: 

“With the several hundred kinds 
pressure sensitive types, there the 
problem tension involved which does 
not exist when stripping the stand- 
ard way. this meant the degree 
pull required draw the tape 
smoothly from the roll without break- 
age. Moreover, weather turn might 
affect tackiness the tape, and are 
told that there may great varia- 
tion tension between two rolls the 
exact same shipment pressure sensi- 
tive tape.” 

The recent use pressure sensitive 
Inc., revealed these findings, according 
report prepared the Minnesota 
Mining Mfg. Co. 

Their tape No. 235 was used for 
run 30,000 books. This required 
192 rolls No. 235, yds., with 
the following results: 

production speeded 331% per- 
cent 
labor saved; percent 
drying time; none 
work resulted clean and neat 
edges 

better adhesion cover stock 

Obviously impossible flatly 
state that one tape better than an- 
other, works better. each case, 
the nature the job and the potential 
savings losses involved the use 
weighed, and the decision based the 
result. 

For example, better adhesion with 
less spoilage may possible high 
gloss paper, which might offset the 
higher cost pressure sensitive tape. 
Yet the conditions under which may 
necessary operate, for example, 
long run with many changeovers, may 
cancel out that advantage. 


Brown and Bigelow 


Nearly five million paper 
three sizes principally for use Brown 
Bigelow pocket secretary called the

tape runs crooked, merely 
stripped off and there harm done 
the pads. Under the old method, the 
temperature change the water used 
soften glue caused imperfections and 
loss time making 
Moreover, tape ran angle 
through the machine, the top sheet 
the pad was usually ruined under 
old system when the tape was torn 


Easier Corrections 


With sensitive pressure tape, 
tions can made ripping off the 
tape without damage material. 
there little spoilage pads. 
ous the introduction pressure 
was necessary overrun jobs 
low for spoilage making tape corre: 
tions. 

The pressure tape thinner and 
bulky tape other materials but 
just strong. The cost greater 
initially but Peter Letourneau, head 
the bindery department, reports thai 
the new tape better all around 
easier work with. 

The machine operates 
pulled through from 360 yard roll 
the material being worked on. roll 
runs about five minutes. 

Brown Bigelow uses tape manufac- 
tured the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing Co. St. Paul, Minn. 
exclusively. Operators have found this 
tape best suited for the Brown 
Bigelow process. 

The new pressure tape has been 
use about five years. The cloth and 
paper method was employed for long 
time prior this. There clean 
necessary with the new tape was the 
case with the use glue and water. 
This method made necessary clean 
out the water pot frequently. 


Minimum Make-Ready 


Pressure tape allows the operator 
start fresh without the bother 
making adjustments for machine opera- 
tion. There waste material and 
time occasioned bringing water 
proper temperature under the old 
method. Formerly employee went 
work one half hour before actual work 
time for the factory order get the 
water pot ready for the operation the 
machine. was also necessary space 
the web tape such distance. that 
the glue would just the right con- 
sistency when met the material. 
Letourneau had Brown Bigelow 
engineers devise their own system 
feeding the tape into the machine. 
special roll holder was created pro- 
vide steadier, more efficient feed.

NATIONWIDE BOOK SALES VOL- 
UME estimate new high $305,- 
000,000 for 1953, and successful 1952 
under their belts, publishers generally 
are regarding 1953, particularly the 
light the national scene, with con- 
siderably more contentment. Even 
little alarm over minor hints cost 
which make the outlook for 
marginal more dubious than ever, 
possible, seems not dampen their 
spirits. 

Reports increased sales almost 
every department were made almost 
every publisher queried, large and 
small. One two new firms reported 
almost phenomenal gains, which ap- 
peared surprise even themselves. 


Busy production staffs 


Production departments appear 
slated for busy time it, advance 
predictions plans are any criterion, 
and they usually are.

With the Christmas 
season just beginning, estimated 
that the time the final sale for 1952 
has been recorded 1951’s total retail 
sales trade books, which reached 
about two hundred 
million dollars, may exceeded 
fifteen twenty million dollars.

1953 which admittedly hedged 
many “ifs,” would result retail sales 
for that year some three hundred 
and five million dollars. interest- 
ing note this connection that 
increases book prices have not been 
great percentagewise increases 
the general price level, and that the 
estimates cited above reflect more 
copies solld well some hise 
prices. 

Perhaps the most significant devel- 
opments 1952 for the publishing 
industry have centered around the 
whole area American books in- 
ternational trade. After steady de- 
cline following the 
war boom .S. book exports foreign 
sales American books turned 
again 1951. Equally important how- 
ever, has been the increased recogni- 
tion the key role American books 
developing mutual understanding 
and cooperation the free world.

STABLE BOOK PRICES SEEN 


THERE WILL LOWERING book 
prices the foreseeable future, pre- 
dicts Arthur English, President 
the Plimpton Press. want lower 
the cost book, says, have 
change the book itself. hard cover 
the expensive why not, then, 
bind paper? Because not eco- 
nomically sound for the paper and 
press-work cost more than the bind- 
and because paper bindings for 
textbooks are out the question, 
replied, his own query. 


English made these observations dur- 
ing his role chairman panel 
speakers the November meeting 
the Bookbuilders Boston the Hotel 
Vendome, Boston, November 24. The 
general topic for the meeting, “New 
Ideas Book Manufacturing,” was 
slanted toward the question, “Will these 
new ideas help lower costs?” 


The first speaker, Frank Lightbown, 
President Cecil Wrightson, Inc., 
Boston, emphasized his opening re- 
marks that “are weak human 
engineering, that the United States was 
not built seven and half hours 
day, with time out for coffee the 
morning and for tea the afternoon.” 
Lightbown reviewed various methods 
composition and spoke new trends 
and experiments. spoke the hot 
metal and cold metal devices, such 
Phototype, machines, the Justo- 
writer, the Lithotype, 
others; and photographic com- 
position, Photo-composition will come 
into its own during this generation,

What can help lower costs? 
suggests talking over with the

Edward Triebe, Vice President and 
Superintendent the Kingsport 
Press, Kingsport, Tennessee, pointed out 
that the letterpress printer has been 
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favorite whipping boy, wrongly blamed 
for high prices and poor quality. 

Actually, much thought going into 
the problem securing better quality 
less cost the letterpress tield.

Today, 
even experts are sometimes unable 
differentiate between job that has 
been printed offset and another that 
has been printed letterpress.

Triebe went 
tell some the research that 
ing done those fields: photoengrav- 
ing; printing plates including electro- 
types, stereotypes, plastic plates, and 
rubber plates; inks; press rollers, etc. 

Triebe pointed out that there 
great deal waste the industry, 
caused human errors, but that they 
can easily corrected. Waste often 
caused ill-conceived specifications, 
and well thought out specifications, 
said, will help realize some our 
hopes for the future. 

Milton Kingsley, treasurer the 
Providence Lithograph Co., spoke 
“New Developments Offset.” Certain 
effects, said, can sometimes best 
produced offset lithography. The 
modern style art work seems 
more conducive offset than letter- 
press, The soft pastel effects, for in- 
stance, are difficult for the letterpress 
plates over aluminum 
Aluminum zine will run about 
70,000 impressions, but the run not

plates will run 500,000 more, 
and taken for granted that uni- 
formity run will result. 


Bertram Wolff, President the 
Wolff Book Manufacturing Co. New 
York, spoke new developments 
binding. Bookbinding involves many 
operations, and they must all work to- 
gether effort reduce costs, 
said. spoke the duplex quad 
folding machine, automatic feeder 
for sewing machine, the Smyth 
case maker, new jacketing machines, 
the new Lawson trimmer.

The last speaker the panel was 
Harold Smith, President The 
Colonial Press, Inc., Clinton, Mass.

binding inexpensive, hard-bound and 
paper-bound books. Smith described 
how the pocket type book had pro- 
gressed manufacture and materials, 
from the free sheet type paper 
today’s groundwood, from sewed per- 
fect bound, thence hotmelt, 
Dupont’s work the latter, de- 
clared, opened the way faster bind- 
ing methods which would match the 
speed the magazine-type web presses 
used print the books.

The principles which guide Burn- 
shaw’s work designer have pleased 
his audience although has never com- 
promised with them. Frequently his de- 
signs have been honored selection 
for AIGA book exhibitions. Yet Burn- 
shaw often finds wide divergence be- 


tween the appreciation professional 
juror and the understanding for design 
shown his customers. has found 
that what designers may defend done 
good effect frequently condemned 
the user. was thus Burnshaw’s 
insistence member the textbook 
show commitee last year that educa- 
tor was chosen one three the 
judges’ panel. Actually would like 
see entire jury educators judge 
the textbook selection. 


Triple threat 


Just because Burnshaw acts publish- 
er, editor, and designer does not mean 
that here last reigns that perfect har- 
mony that publishing organizations 
strive the contrary, the organi- 
checks and balances system where dis- 
agreement freely expressed, accepted, 
and discussed. Thus while all the re- 
sponsibilities may Burnshaw’s, 
proud say that they are not devel- 
oped without the criticism those who 
assist him. Chief among these are Don- 
ald Ambler, vice-president Dryden, 
who with Burnshaw helped found the 
Press fourteen years ago after they both 
had left Cordon and David Klein, vice- 
president and managing editor.
